DIRECTIVE SENSE OF BEES.

Fly for a Long Distance From Hive
in Quest of Nectar.
From the Sclentific American.

The directive sense which is possessed
by bees is the object of researches made
by M. Gaston Bonnier of Paris, and he
seems to prove that bees possess 4 spe-
cial sense like that of carrier pigeons.
Bees can fly for two miles from the hive
and are then able to return after gather-
ing their supply of honey, Langstroth
and others suppose that vision comes

into play and that bees can see for a
great distance and can also note objects
on the way so as to find their path.
Others, with Dadant., suppose that the
bees are guided by the sense of smell,
and that thev can smell flowers at dis-
tances of one and a half miles. The
author makes experiments to prove that
bees can return to the hive without using
either slght or odor. As to sight, he
takes bees to a dlstance ot 1.2
from the hive, in a closed box. They
always flv back to the hive when re-
leased. The same is true wien their
eyves are covered, so that sight is not
essential.

As regards odor. experiments seem to
prove that hees perceive odors at only
sliort distanees. When a needle dipped
in ether is brought near the head eof the
bee it shows signs of perceiving the
odor., but not so when the needle is
placed back of him or near other or-
gans. Besides, when the organs of smell
(antennae) are removed entirely, the be_les
will return to the hive. M. Bonnier
makes the following experiment: At 60
feet from tihe hive he places a supply of
girup, and the bees soon find It. pro-
ceeding to and fro to the hive. Such
bees he marks with green-colored pow-
der. He then places a second supply of
sirup at the same distance from the hive,
but spaced at twenty feet from the for-
mer,
to and fro movement to this point, but
these are not the same individuals as the
green-marked ones, whe are still work-
ing on the first supply, and he marks
these in red. We thus have two distinct
cets of bees, and we see that they can
